ANNUAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The American Microscopical Society will hold its Seventeenth 
Annual Meeting at Brooklyn, New York, on Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday, August 13, 14, and 15, in Room 44 of the Polytechnic 
Institute, Livingston Street, corner Court Street, commencing at ten 
o'clock on Monday morning. The Executive Committee will meet 
at the same place at nine o'clock a. m. The annual address by our 
President, Dr. Lester Curtis, of Chicago, will be delivered in the new 
chapel of the Polytechnic Institute Monday evening, August 13. 

The headquarters of the Society will be at the Saint George Hotel, 
corner of Clark and Hicks Streets, where rates of JI2.50 per day 
have been secured for members. 

The general announcement of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science was mailed to all our members June 15, 
and all the advantages of </// arrangements made by that Society are 
extended to the American Microscopical Society, including the 
usual reduction of railroad fares on the certificate plan from August 
10. Reference is made to that circular for further details.

A lantern will be at our disposal for the exhibition 
of lantern slides, and some microscopes if desired.

There 
are very large numbers of persons in the country who have sufficient 
interest in microscopic investigation to pay the small annual fee if 
their attention was directed to the Society as one of the most effective 
agencies for advancing this branch of science.

reference should appear 2 to 3 millimeters in length. By reducing a 
larger drawing, more perfect and finer work is obtained, but no more 
lines need be put on it than if made the exact size. The Secretary will 
gladly give any information desired, and will receive pencil sketches 
from those unacquainted with drawing, the object being to secure good 
illustrations at the least expense. Twenty-five separates are furnished 
by the Society, and as many more at cost of printing as are marked on the 
proof when it is read by the author.
